PREFACE. 



The name of Damon is to be found in many counties of 
England, early appearing in Dorsetshire, Hampshire, Somer- 
setshire, and Kent. It is also to be met with in the honored 
ranks of literature and music. 

William Damon or Daman, who is styled one of Queen 
Elizabeth's musicians, was probably the earliest composer 
who set the Psalms of David in the vernacular to part 
music. 

Of this work, which is to be seen in the Bodleian Library 
at Oxford, Mr. Leslie Stephen says, — 

" His work appeared first in 1579, printed by John Day, 
with a preface by Edward Hake, who relates how these 
compositions were ' by private meanes and for his private 
delite . . . gotten and gathered together from the fertile 
soyle of his honest frend, Guilielmo Daman,' by one i John 
Bull, citezen and goldsmith of London,' and how, though 
Daman never intended them to be published, Bull ' hasted 
forthwith of himself ... to commit the same to the presse.' 
The work appeared in four oblong quarto part-books, and 
is now of great rarity, the edition probably having been 
bought up by the composer or his friends. In 1591 another 
version of Daman's Psalms appeared from Thomas East's 
press. This work was published by "William Swayne, and 
by him dedicated to Lord Burghley. In the preface to this 
work Swayne says that the former publication i not answer- 
ing the expectation that many had of the auctor's;skill, gave 
him occasion to take uppon him a new labour to recover 
the wrong his friend did in publishing that that was so 
done.' The work appeared in two forms, in one of which 
the melody of the psalm is in the tenor part, in the other 
in the treble. Both versions are in four separate part-books. 
The words of both the 1579 and 1591 editions are taken

from Sternhold and Hopkins's version of the Psalms, but 
the contents of the two editions are not the same. Neither 
is entered in the register of the Stationers 7 Company. In 
the later publication Daman is styled Mate one of her 
Majestie's Musicians,' so that it is possible that he was dead 
when it appeared, though details of his biography are en- 
tirely wanting. The only other extant compositions of his 
are a Miserere and some sacred music in lute tablature pre- 
served in the British Museum." (Add. MSS. 5054, 31,992, 
29,246.) 

William Damon, the musical composer, seems to have 
spelled his name Damon and Daman, and, as the Rev. 
Samuel Chenery Damon states, the English name has been 
variously spelled, Daman, Damman, Dammen, Damond, 
Daymen, Darning, and Damon. The last-named spelling 
has been adopted by the three families which settled in 
America, although in England two branches of the family 
still vary in the spelling of their surname, one spelling it 
Damen and the other Damon. 

The original design of this work was to make it embrace 
a fuller genealogy of the Damon family of Wayland than 
is given in the "Damon Memorial," by the Rev. Samuel 
Chenery Damon. This idea having been abandoned, only 
the antecedents of Albert Forster Damon, in the various 
lines, are here given, with the names of his descendants. 

The material for this small volume has been drawn from 
private papers in the Damon family, from a copy of the 
MSS. of the Rev. David Damon, from " The Descendants 
of Reginald Forster," by E. J. Forster, M.D., from histo- 
ries of Framingham, Concord, and Reading, and from 
original records at Wayland and East Cambridge, Massa- 
chusetts. The work of collating and revising this material 
for publication has been done by Miss A. H. Wharton and 
Miss Anne H. Cresson, of Philadelphia.

The Damon family of Wayland traces direct descent 
from, — 

1. Thomas Damon, who emigrated from the north of 
England during the latter half of the seventeenth century. 
Repeated search has failed to reveal the exact date of this 
departure. The Rev. David Damon, who has given much 
attention to researches in his family, says, " When he 
[Thomas Damon] came over, from what particular place, 
and where he lived, and when or where he died, I cannot 
say certainly. I think it most probable, however, from the 
best traditionary accounts which I have had, that he came 
over somewhere between 1650 and 1680, and it may be near 
the last-named year. That some, perhaps all, of his children 
were born in England before he came.* That he lived in 
that part of Charlestown which is now Stoneham, and near 
to the South Reading line, and within a mile of the place fc 
where his son Thomas lived afterwards ; but all this is very . - 
uncertain, though not wholly conjectural. . . . When I was 
a youth about seventeen years of age, I carefully examined 
the grave-stones in the burying-place in Charlestown, where 
the Harvard's monument now is, near the State prison, and 
there found two or three old and small stones on which 
were recorded the deaths of some children of the name of 
Damon. As nearly as I can now remember, these were said

to be children of Isaac Damon, and the dates were very old 
dates, perhaps as far back as 1660. This is all I can find 
relative to the emigration" [of Thomas Damon]. The first 
coming over and settlement of this family of Damon is far 
less distinctly made out than that of either of the other 
families of the same name. " I have found," he continues, 
" almost everything I could expect to find concerning his son, 
(2) Thomas Damon, and his descendants, in legible black 
and white, or had it by tradition from those who began to 
live so long ago that there is little chance for mistake or 
uncertainty the rest of the way down. It is traditionary 
among the descendants of both John and Thomas Damon, 
of Reading, that their ancestors who first came over were 
not akin. This I have heard my grandfather say his father 
told him, and I do not find any proof of any subsequent 
intermarriage among their descendants. I well remember 
my grandfather's father, that is, my great-grandfather, my- 
self. I remember enough of what I heard him say to fill a 
small volume, but hitherto I have referred only to what his 
son, my grandfather, repeated to me after his father's de- 
cease. I come now from the region of uncertain tradition 
and conjecture to that of authentic written records." 

A later search of the Reading records reveals the follow- 
ing : " Thomas Damon, son of Thomas, was born 11, 31, 
1658," which goes to prove he was born in this country, 
although no further mention of his father's name has been 
found. 

The next entry under the name is 4, 11, 1679, when 
Thomas Damon must have paid his first modest tax of six- 
pence " for powder, bullets, and flints." 

On the 80th of November, the following year, his tax for 
the minister (Mr. Brock) was eight shillings eightpence, 
and at the same time was paid another of a like amount for 
the meeting-house. 

In April, 1681, there is a tax entry of ninepence, which was 
the earliest record of the name of Thomas Damon discovered 
by the Rev. David Damon. Mr. Damon thus speaks of it, — 
"His tax that year is quite small, but rapidly increased 
every year after, till he became what I should judge to be a 
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man of middling interest for the time and place. After 
that the amount of tax was nearly the same from year to 
year till his death, May 15, 1683. He lived in South 
Reading, now Wakefield, a mile or more west of the 
meeting-house and common, and less than a mile from 
Stoneham line and near the head of a meadow (still some- 
times called Damon's meadow), which meadow makes up 
from the northward among the hills in a hilly high range, 
formerly called Bear Hill, and now frequently called Cow- 
drey's Hill. There is a spring and willow-tree by the side 
of the meadow near the place where the house stood, and 
two good sized red cedar-trees are uow growing in the 
cellar-hole. From the top of Bear or Cowdrey's Hill near 
the place is a fine view, spread out like a map below you of 
the large and beautiful South Reading pond, which is the 
source of the Saugus River. Remains of the road which 
once led by the house are easily traced for some distance 
both ways. Perhaps in the former days it was the road 
from South Reading to Woburn. Most of the land near is 
rude and rough and comparatively barren. My grandfather 
used to say his father told him that his brothers, or his 
brothers' sons, sold the place because it was so hard to work 
on and to get a living from it. 

" I was able to find it and identify the spot by information 
given me by one James Bennett, an old man whose mother 
was a daughter of one of my great grandfather's brothers. 
He said he had played in the old house many a day when 
he was a boy and when his grandfather was alive. 

" This Thomas Damon, whose former mundane locality I 
have been so long in fixing, died October 20, 1723, while 
several of his younger children were minors." 

Mr. Samuel G. Damon says, " I have seen at East Cam- 
bridge deeds of land, or copies of deeds made by Thomaa 
Damon and Lucy Ann his wife, and deeds to him." 

2. Thomas Damon (Thomas 1 ), born 11,31, 1658 ; died 10, 
20, 1723; married, March 15, 1683, Lucy Ann Emerson, 
eldest child and only daughter of Rev. Joseph Emerson, of 
Wells, Maine, and afterwards of Mendon, Massachusetts. 
She was born about 1663, and died January 17, 1740. 
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At the time of her marriage she was but sixteen years of 
age.

EMERSON. 

Thomas Emerson emigrated to America about 1642, and 
located at Ipswich, Massachusetts, where he became a farmer 
and owner of a large estate. He died in 1654. He was 
descended from Sir Ralph Emerson, who was knighted in 
1535 by Henry VIII. Joseph Emerson, son of Thomas, 
was born in England in 1620, and was educated at Ox- 
ford. He married first Miss Woodmancy, and secondly, on 
December 7, 1665, Elizabeth Bulkley, daughter of Rev. 
Edward Bulkley, of Concord. It was after the settlement 
of the Rev. Joseph Emerson in Mendon that his second 
marriage took place. A few years later the village was 
attacked by Indians and entirely destroyed. The Rev. 
Joseph Emerson fled to Concord, where he died within a few 
years. His widow married John Brown, of Reading, Massa- 
chusetts, and removed thither with her children. From one 
of the two sons of the Rev. Joseph Emerson, Ralph Waldo 
Emerson claimed descent. 
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BULKLEY or BULKELEY. 

The Bulkley family,* with which the Damons were allied 
through the marriage of the Rev. Joseph Emerson to Eliza- 
beth Bulkley, is one that can be traced back to remote 
antiquity. The surname of Bulkley was derived from a 
ridge of mountains in the County Palatine of Chester, 
and was spelled in the reign of John, and for generations 
preceding, Bulclogh (or large mountain). In the twentieth 
of Henry IV. and in the visitation of Edward IV., its 
designation was Bulclogh, Lord of Bulclogh de Peruycle 
and de Stanlow. Subsequently it was described as Bulkley, 
Lord of Bulkley, in Cheshire, and of the Manors of Eaton, 
Presland, Alprove, Norbury, Wore, and Stanlow, and in 
inquisition post mortem of later date, of Stoke and May- 
field. 

The arms of the family are : Sable, two chevronels be- 
tween three bulls' heads cabossed argent. 

Crest. — Out of a ducal coronet or, a bull's head armed of 
the first. 

Motto, Nee temere, nee timide. 

Estates in Staffordshire. Seat, Stanlow, in that county.f 

Robert Bulkley, Esq., an English Baron, was Lord Manor 
of Bulkley, in the County Palatine of Chester, in the reign 
of King John, who died in 1216. The names of lineal 
descendants of Robert, Lord of Bulkley, to Peter Bulkley, 
B.D., first minister of Concord, Massachusetts (as furnished by 
Charles Bulkley, Esq., of New London,Connecticut, for Shat- 
tuck's History of Concord), are as follows: 1st, Robert 
aforesaid ; 2d, William ;J 3d, Robert ; 4th, Peter, who m. 
Nicholaus Bird, of Haughton ; 5th, John, who m. Andryne, 
daughter and heiress of John Colley, of Ward, and d.

Mutten; 8th, "William, who m. Beatryce, daughter and heir 
of William of Bulausdale ; 9th, Thomas, who m. Elizabeth, 
daughter of Randelle Grovenor ; 10th, Edward, D.D., of 
Woodhill, who m. Olive Irlby, of Lincolnshire; 11th, Peter, 
B.D., of Concord, b. January 31, 1583, m. 1st, Jane, daughter 
of Sir Thomas Allen, of Goldington. He succeeded his 
father in the ministry at Woodhill, in Bedfordshire, was 
silenced for non-conformity, and came to America in 1634 or 
1635, where he expended the greater part of a large estate 
in settling Concord, of which he was the first minister. He 
died March 7, 1659, in his seventy-seventh year ; [see also 
Mather's Magnalia.] 

Rev. Peter Bulkley published several sermons and short 
Latin poems. The following is an extract from his Elegy 
on "that precious and worthy minister of Jesus Christ, 
Thomas Hooker, who died July 7, 1647, as the sun was 
setting. The same hour of the day died blessed Calvin, 
that glorious light." 

******* 

" Let Hartford sigh, and say, I've lost a treasure ; 
Let all New England mourn at God's displeasure, 
In taking from us one more gracious 
Than is the gold of Ophir precious. 
Sweet was the savour which his grace did give, 
It season 'd all the place where he did live. 
His name did as an ointment give its smell, 
And all bear witness that it savour'd well. 
Wisdom, love, meekness, friendly courtesy, 
Each moral virtue, with rare piety, 
Pure zeal, yet mixt with mildest clemency, 
Did all conspire in this one breast to lie. 
Deep was his knowledge, judgment was acute, 
His doctrine solid, which none could confute. 
To mind he gave light of intelligence, 
And searched the corners of the conscience. 
To sinners stout, which no law could bring under, 
To them he was a son of dreadful thunder, 
When all strong oaks of Bashan us'd to quake, 
And fear did Lebanus his cedars shake ; 
The stoutest hearts he filled full of fears, 
He clave the rocks, they melted into tears. 
Yet to sad souls, with sense of sin cast down, 
He was a son of consolation. 
Sweet peace he gave to such as were contrite ; 
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Their darkness sad he turn'd to joyous light ; 

Of preaching he had learn 'd the Tightest art, 

To every one dividing his own part. 

Each ear that heard him said, He spake tome: 

So piercing was his holy ministry. 

His life did shine, time's 'changes stain 'd it not, 

Envy itself could not there find a spot.' 1 

A fragment signed E. B. is supposed to have emanated 
from the pen of Rev. Edward Bulkley. It is entitled, " A 
Threnodia upon our churches' second dark eclipse, happen- 
ing July 20, 1663, by death's interposition between us and 
that great light and divine plant, Mr. Samuel Stone,"* and 
beginning, — 

" A stone more than the Ebenezer fam'd." 

Edward*, oldest 6on of Peter, came to America with his 
father and entered into the ministry, first al Marshfield, and 
afterwards at Concord, where he succeeded his father. He 
died at an advanced age, while on a visit at the house of his 
grandson, Edward Emerson, of Chelmsford, and was buried 
at Concord. The Rev. Edward Bulkley married, but his 
wife's name is not known ; the only one of his children 
known to have left descendants was Elizabeth, who married 
the Rev. Joseph Emerson, December 7, 1655. 

Peter Bulkley*, the youngest son of the Rev. Peter Bulk- 
ley, was born August 12, 1643, and graduated in 1660. He 
settled in Concord, and in 1673 and the four subsequent 
years represented the town in the General Court. In Feb- 
ruary, 1676, he was chosen Speaker of the House of Deputies; 
and in August of the same year, and again in 1682, he was 
appointed, with the Hon. William Stoughton, agent to 
England on the complaints of Gorges and Mason. They 
sailed on the first mission, October 30, 1676. On the 27th 
of February, 1679, he was reappointed by King Charles

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II., with Stoughton as agent to England, representing 
the Narragansett country, from which mission they returned 
December 23, 1679. In 1677 Peter Bulkley was chosen 
Assistant, to which office he was re-elected annually from 
1677 until 1684 inclusive. He was also one of the Com- 
missioners of the United Colonies of New England in 1682 
and 1683. On the 8th of October, 1685, he was appointed 
by King James II. one of the Council of which Joseph Dudley, 
Esq., was President, which exercised the powers of govern- 
ment in New England after the charter was forfeited. In 
1680 the county militia was divided into two regiments, and 
Major Peter Bulkley appointed to command one of them. 
This was an office of great distinction in colonial days. In 
these, and other important positions, he acquitted himself 
with honor and general acceptance. He was one of the 
twenty who, in 1683, made the " million purchase in New 
Hampshire, and had several special grants of lands for 
public services." He died May 24, 1688. 

He married Rebecca, only daughter of Lieutenant Joseph 
Wheeler, April 16, 1667. 

Joseph Bulkley 8 , son of Major Peter Bulkley, born Sep- 
tember 7, 1670, held a captain's commission and was en- 
gaged in the public service. He married widow Rebecca 
Minott, daughter of John Jones, 1696. She died July 17, 
1712. Their daughter, Rebecca, married Joseph Hubbard.* 

12. Thomas Damon* (Thomas 2 , Thomas 1 ), born at Reading, 
Massachusetts, December 25, 1703 ; died at East Sudbury, 
now Wayland, March 6, 1796 ; married Abigail Rice, at ¥o- 
burn, February 5, 1729-30. An elder brother of same name 
died the spring before his birth. Thomas Damon was about 
twenty years of age when his father died, shortly after which 
he left Reading. We find him at Charlestovvn the follow- 
ing winter. Almost immediately upon reaching his ma- 
jority he bought a farm at Uxbridge, or Mendon. This land 
was mostly uncleared, but he took up his residence there 
entirely alone, and began to clear and cultivate it. He soon

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became tired of this kind of life, sold his farm, and married 
when twenty-five years of age. After this he lived in 
Charlestowii, and joined a friend in the currier business. 
As this did not prove lucrative, he moved to East Sudbury 
(Wayland), where he settled upon land which his wife had 
inherited from her father. 

By deed, dated August 1, 1729, Thomas Damon bought of 
Paul Brintnall and Mary, his wife (the latter a sister of 
Abigail Damon), for the sum of three hundred pounds, four 
pieces of land, partly in Sudbury and partly in Natick, some 
of it joining land which he already owned. This amounted 
to over one hundred and fifty-three acres. 

Again, January 5, 1737, he bought of Thomas Coller two 
acres of meadow land in Sudbury for twenty-six pounds; 
and in 1768 he gave ten pounds to Phineas Brintnall (an- 
other brother-in-law) for two acres more of land. 

On June 12, 1769, Thomas and Abigail Damon deeded to 
their son Isaac about eight acres of land. It is evident that 
they had done as much for their two older sons. On Jan- 
uary 14, 1796, they conveyed property to their daughter 
Lucy, and in this deed their other daughter, Mary Curtis, 
who had probably already received her share, is mentioned. 

These six deeds are all in the possession of Isaac Damon, 
of Cochituate, Massachusetts. 

Thomas Damon is said to have built one house in Natick, 
and another in Wayland. 

Thomas Damon's name appears as captain of the first 
company of foot of Sudbury in the " Alarm List," dated 
April 25, 1757. His son Thomas was corporal, and his son 
Isaac private, at the time. 

The records show that he was in the " Reading Training 
Band" in 1773, and also a private in Ward's company, 
Green's regiment, Rhode Island service, and was discharged 
September 13, 1778. This was a Plymouth County regi- 
ment. Captain Thomas Damon was paid twenty pounds 
for his military services in the Revolution, while Thomas 
Damon, Jr., received fifty-seven pounds. 

All that remains of the history of Thomas Damon proves 
him to have been a man of good natural ability and of great 
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courage. In addition to these endowments, he enjoyed ex- 
cellent health, never having had an illness up to the advanced 
age of ninety-two, only in the last months of his life expe- 
riencing "the labor and sorrow" of which the Psalmist 
speaks. The death of this man, a colonial ancestor of whom 
his descendants may justly be proud, is thus recorded in a 
journal of the day: "Thomas Damon died at Sudbury, 
1796, aged ninety-three ; lived with the wife of his youth 
sixty-seven years, now a sorrowful widow of eighty-seven." 
Mrs. Damon died February, 1806, aged almost ninety- 
seven years, having resided nearly all her life in one neigh- 
borhood, and dying within half a mile of the spot where 
she was born.

RICE. 

Edmund Rice 1 came from Barkhamstead, Hertfordshire, 
England. The first known of him in this country is that in 
the spring of 1689 he, with his wife and family, was living 
in Sudbury. Probably he came over as early as 1638. 

The village plot of Sudbury (now Wayland) was laid out 
in the fall of that year, and he was one of the first to build. 
The total number of acres, which fell to his lot as an original 
inhabitant, was two hundred and forty-seven. He made 
various purchases of lands afterwards. He was a leading 
man in the new plantation of Sudbury from the first, and 
was oft the committee to apportion the meadow lands in 
1639; was selectman in 1689, 1644, and after. In 1656 he 
was a petitioner for the new town of Marlborough, where 
he received grants of a house-lot and fifty acres and other 
lands in proportion. He removed thither in 1660, and died 
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there May 3, 1663, aged about sixty-nine years. He was 
buried at Sudbury. He was a deacon of the church in 
Sudbury in 1648, and represented the town in the Assembly 
in 1654. His first wife was Tamazine, — surname not known, 
— who died at Sudbury, June 18, 1654. 

Matthew Rice*, sixth child of Edmund 1 , born 1629, 
bought, May 19, 1688, the Indian Head farm of three hun- 
dred acres in Framingham, but did not settle there. He 
married, July 7, 1654, Martha Lamson, at Sudbury, where 
they resided, and died in 1717, aged ninety-seven years. It 
is recorded that at the time of the death of Matthew 
Rice, " Martha Rice, the widow, being antient and not able 
to come, desires the will to be confirmed." 

Their only son, Isaac Rice 8 , married, September 9, 1691, 
Sibyl Collins, of Connecticut, and lived at East Sudbury, 
where he died February 4, 1717-18, aged about fifty years, 
leaving a widow and five daughters. Two of the daughters 
married Paul and Phineas Brintnall, and another into the 
Goodenough family. 

Abigail, the youngest, was born March 28, 1709. She 
and her sisters Martha and Mary, all three then unmar- 
ried, received by their father's will one hundred dollars 
each. 

Sibyl, widow of Isaac Rice, still in the prime of life, and 
accomplished according to the educational standards of the 
time, became the wife of Mr. Reed, of Woburn, and re- 
moved thither, taking with her her daughter Abigail. It 
was at Woburn that Thomas Damon met Abigail Rice, then 
about twenty years of age. They are said to have been a 
handsome couple in their youth. Mrs. Damon appears 
to have inherited four hundred acres of primeval forest 
land from her father, which her husband cleared and culti- 
vated. Fifty years ago this property formed the homesteads 
of four of the descendants of Thomas and Abigail Damon, 
— Josiah, Charles, Collins, and Isaac, — a fifth portion having 
come into the possession of Robert Jennison, a descendant 
of one of Abigail Damon's sisters. The houses, which 
were then occupied by Josiah Damon and Robert Jennison, 
had both been built by Thomas Damon.

Deacon Gregory Stone 1 came to New England in 1635, 
and settled in Cambridge, Massachusetts, where he was 
representative in 1638, and where he died November 30, 
1672, aged eighty years. He was married twice ; the name 
of his first wife is not known.

HOWE. 

The first mention of the name of John Howe 1 , glover, is 
found in Sudbury Records in 1639, when he received a 
grant of a house-lot. He shared in the division of Sudbury 
Meadows, 1639-40, and removed to Marlborough in 1657, 
where he built a cabin near to the Indian plantation, which 
brought him into direct contact with the natives. By his 
kindness he gained the confidence and good will of the 
Indians, who not only respected his rights, but in many 
cases made him umpire in deciding difficulties amongst 
themselves. A notable instance was that of a pumpkin- 
vine, which sprang up within the premises of one Indian, 
while the fruit ripened upon those of another. The dis- 
pute which arose between the owners of the land as to the 
possession of the pumpkin was referred to John Howe. 
Inspired with the wisdom of a second Solomon, he called 
for a knife and severed the fruit, giving a moiety to each. 
This struck the parties as the perfection of justice, and fixed 
the impartiality of the judge upon an immutable basis. 
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John Howe died May 28, 1680, aged seventy-eight years. 
His wife, Mary, died in 1698. 

Samuel Howe 2 , son of John, lived at " a hamlet called 
Lanham," in Sudbury. In company with Samuel Gookin 
he bought a large tract of Framingham lands from the 
Indians. He died April 13, 1713. On November 2, 1674, 
he had married Martha Bent, who died August 29, 1680. 

David Howe 8 , son of Samuel, was born November 2, 1674. 
On June 4, 1702, his father gave him 130 acres of " New 
Grant Land" in Sudbury, where he built the tavern known 
as the " Red Horse Tavern," afterwards made famous by 
Longfellow as the " Wayside Inn." He married December

Mr. Damon was educated in the schools of Charlestown, 
Massachusetts, until the age of fourteen, when he entered 
the Lexington Academy. He afterwards went into the 
office of his uncle, Jacob Forster, at 26 Long Wharf, Bos- 
ton, where he passed seven years. In 1839 he bought a 
farm in Lexington, Massachusetts, and was engaged in 
farming for two years, when he left this estate and went to 
Pernambuco, Brazil. Here he established himself as a 
merchant, married, and continued to reside until 1856. 

On leaving Pernambuco, Mr. Damon returned to the 
United States, settling in Philadelphia, where he engaged 
in business under the firm-name of Lewis A; Damon. In 
1865 this copartnership was dissolved, and he took one of 
his sons into partnership with him; later, a second was 
added to the firm of A. F. Damon A; Co. 

While Mr. Damon resided in South America, he held for 
a time the office of United States Consul. For several 
years he was president of the Pennsylvania Salt Manu- 
facturing Company, and a member of the Board of Direc- 
tors of the Insurance Company of North America. 
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In 1871 he was elected a member of the New England 
Historic-Genealogical Society, in whose proceedings he 
always felt a cordial interest. 

Some idea of the estimation in which Mr. Damon was 
held by his fellow-citizens may be gathered from numerous 
notices and resolutions published in the leading papers of 
Philadelphia at the time of his death. 

Mrs. Damon's father, John Mathues, was born in London, 
England, July 11, 1801, and died in Pernambuco, March 28, 
1870.

FORSTER.* 

By a tradition, which is preserved in different branches 
of the family, Reginald Forster, the first of the name, is 
reputed to have come to this country from Exeter, Devon- 
shire, England, and to have crossed the water in one of the 
ships embargoed by King Charles I. ; but of this nothing 
certain is as yet known. 

He brought with him his wife, Judith, five sons, and two 
daughters, and settled in Ipswich, Essex County, Massachu- 
setts, about the year 1688, being one of the earliest in- 
habitants of the town. He lived near the " East Bridge," 
which stood where the stone bridge now stands. It is sup- 
posed that the remains of what is known as the " old Foster 
house" may have been the site of his residence. This seems 
probable, for April 6, 1641, there was "granted Reginald 
Foster eight acres of meadow in the west meadow, if any 
remain ungranted, in consideration of a little hovel that 
stood at the new bridge, which was taken away for the ac- 
commodating of the passage there," and again " 4th, 11 mo., 
1646," he, with others, " promise carting voluntary toward 
the East Bridge beside the rate a day work a piece." 

Of Reginald Forster's life we know very little ; the fol- 
lowing facts, gleaned from town and county records, indi- 
cate, however, that he was an active citizen. 

* In tbe earlier records we find this name spelled indifferently Foster or 
Forster, the former spelling being the more common. The r has now 
been entirely dropped, except by the descendants of Jacob Forster, Sr., of 
Charlestown. 
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The danger from Indians in these early times was so 
great, that in the year 1645 a law was passed requiring the 
" youth from ten to sixteen years to be exercised with small 
guns, half pikes, bows and arrows," and also that " every 
town is to have a guard set a half hour after sunset, to con- 
sist of a pikeman and musketeer, and to prepare for any 
sudden attack from the Indians." Reginald Forster, on the 
19th of December, 1645, subscribed with others his pro- 
portion of three shillings towards the sum of twenty-four 
pounds, seven shillings, " to pay their leader Major Denni- 
son," who then commanded the military forces of Essex 
and Norfolk counties. 

He bought of Ralph Dix, of Ipswich, March 8, 1647-48, 
" all his six acre lott he [Dix] bought of Wm. White, lying 
in the common field on the north side of the river, bounded 
on land of Thomas Smyth, Humphrey Broadstreet, and 
Robert Lord." 

We find no mention of him again until 1652, when it 
was " Granted Thomas Clark and Reginal Foster, that when 
they shall have cut through a passage from this river into 
Chebacco River of ten feet wide and soe deepe as a lighter 
may pass through laden, and to make a ford and a foot- 
bridge over, that then the town have given them ten pounds 
towards said passage." 

On June 3 of the same year, Reginald Forster was a 
witness to the will of William Averill, of Ipswich. 

He bought of Roger Preston, March 11, 1687-38, for 
fifty pounds, his dwelling-house, house-lot, barn, and other 
buildings, also another house-lot, with gardens, orchards, 
etc., which Preston bought of Robert Wallis, situated on 
the north side of the river, and one planting lot of three 
acres, on the north side of Town Hill, bounded on land of 
widow Rose Whipple, Andrew Hodges, John Morse, and 
Thomas Treadwell. These houses were on "the High 
Street," probably at the east end, and in the vicinity of the 
ancient dwelling-house of Rev. Mr. Norton, which yet stands. 
He had also a house-lot near the " meeting-house green." 
On September 29, 1663, he was an appraiser of the estate 
of Robert Roberts. Reginald Forster was married when he 
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came to this country, his wife being Judith . She died 

in Ipswich, October, 1664. 

He married again, September, 1665, Sarah, widow of 
John Martin, of Ipswich. She survived Reginald, and 
September 21, 1862, became the second wife of William 
White, of Haverhill. She died February 22, 1682-83.

DANE. 

John Dane was one of the early settlers of Ipswich, 
Massachusetts, and was probably born in Berkhampstead, 
England. He has left a " Narrative of Remarkabell Prove- 
dences in the Corse of my Lyfe," which is very quaint and 
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somewhat lengthy, his curious and original orthography 
making the reading of it rather difficult. 

The first incident related tells how his father, a tailor, 
removed his family from " barcumstid" (Berkhampstead) 
to Stortford, leaving them there, while he went back to 
settle matters at the old home. Being detained longer than 
he had expected, John tells us, " My mother met with some 
wants and was troubled and weapt. I doubt not but she layd 
open her wants to god, for she was a serious woman.'' One 
of the children went into the garden, and seating himself on 
the ground felt something under his hand which proved to 
be a shilling. On stirring the soil in the same place, John 
himself found another. He says " it came in the nick of 
time; she toke great notis of it" 

Had John Dane remained in England, he would probably 
have found his way to the camp of Oliver Cromwell, as his 
diary, even at an early age, savors of the discourse of the 
Roundhead leaders of the Great Revolution. 

Upon one occasion, when whipped for some disobedience, 
he writes that he thought in his heart, " Oh, that my father 
would beat me more when I did amiss. I feared if he did 
not, I should not be good." In his quaint record he tells of 
various incidents of his youth and later life, and of God's 
mercy and goodness " in preserving him from the evil." 

He came to this country, settling first at Roxbury. Of his 
journey to Ipswich, he says, "I came to Ipswich (from 

oxbury) alone, when there was no path but what the 
ana made. Sometimes I was in it and sometimes out

♦j ohn Dane was twice married. His first wife died before 
he emigrated, and the children whom he brought with him 
to Roxbury were all of his first marriage. They were John, 
Philemon (a physician), Elizabeth, Mary, Rebecca, and 
Sarah. His second wife, to whom he was married July 2, 
1643, was widow of William Chandler.

PRENTICE. 

Henry Prentice 1 , " planter," of Cambridge, Massachu- 
setts, was there before 1640, and was probably born in Eng- 
land. He was a member of the First Church of Cambridge, 
formed in 1636, a roll of membership of which was made and 
registered, Eleventh month, 1658, by Rev. Jonathan Mitchell, 
the pastor. He owned land in Sudbury, as one of the origi- 
nal proprietors, in the second and third divisions of land 
there in 1650. According to Cambridge town records, he 
died June 9, 1654. His first wife, Elizabeth, died May 13, 
1653. His second wife, Joane, survived him, and on July 
24, 1662, married John Gibson, Sr. 

Solomon Prentice 2 , son of Henry and Joane, was born at 
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Cambridge, September 23, 1646, and died July 24, 1719. 
His first wife, Elizabeth, died before 1678. He married 
secondly Hepzibah Dunn, or Dunton, who died January 15, 
1741, aged eighty-nine years. 

Deacon Henry Prentice 3 , son of Solomon and Hepzibah, 
married Elizabeth Rand, daughter of William Rand, of 
Charlestown. She died March 13, 1748-49, aged fifty-two 
years. He was deacon of Rev. Dr. Nathaniel Appleton's 
Presbyterian church, in Cambridge, from November 24, 
1741, until his resignation, July 14, 1774. He was a tall 
and very grave-looking man, and on the Sabbath occupied 
the " deacon's seat," directly in front of the minister. It 
is related that in cold weather he was in the habit of taking 
off his hat and putting on a green woollen tasselled cap to 
save his bald head from the chill of the New England 
meeting-house. 

The house, where Deacon Prentice lived many years, re- 
mained standing in Cambridge until 1888, some forty rods 
from the Washington elm. This house, in 1877, was said to 
be two hundred years old, and was in good preservation. It 
was built of oak, the walls filled in with brick, the beams 
showing half-way through the ceiling of the rooms. It was 
two stories high, about thirty feet front, the wide door in 
the centre facing the yard. A room was on each side of 
the hall, in which was a very wide staircase. 

Deacon Henry Prentice removed from Cambridge in 1775, 
when our troops occupied the place. He died at the house 
of his son, Rev. Joshua Prentice, in Holliston, October 18, 
1778, aged eighty-five.* 

Hepzibah Prentice, daughter of Deacon Henry and Eliz- 
beth, married Jacob Forster.
